Information Disclosure Statement

the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 

abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, 'The 
disclosure concerns," 'The disclosure defined by this invention," 'The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 5 
line 8, the word "two" should be "to". 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1,3,4,5,6,9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by Lai et al.(US006386496). Referring to figures 3-5, Lai et al teaches a 
press-control retaining device, comprising a first portion(3) with a substantially flat 
button surface(312) that can be touched by a finger, and a second portion(1 ) connected 
by a spring means(4) with first catch means(31 ) that could engage a frame, the catch 
means comprising at least one elastically hinging catch element(see movement 
between figures 3 and 4) with the second portion(1 ) comprising guiding means(top of 
element 1 1 ) to push the catch means inward when the two portions are pushed 
together, against an increasing force from the spring element. The device further having 
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second catch means(321 ) that engage with corresponding catch means(1 1 1 ). Said 
second catch means comprise an elastically hinging catch element connected to the 
second portion(1 1 1 ), and the corresponding catch means comprise a fixed catch 
element(321) attached to the first portion. The device further comprising second spring 
means(1 1) that could abut a frame member placed adjacent the spring means, for 
pushing the second portion away from the frame. Looking to Fig 2 we see that the 
second portion(2) extends between two parallel planes(Front and back surfaces) where 
a substantial part of the surface of the device substantially coincides with said planes. 
With respect to claim 3, Lai states that his device is made from a "springy material"(C2 
L49) which was assumed to be a plastic material, as well as metal spring(4) which is an 
elastic metal part. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2,7,8, and 11-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 13 is allowed. There is no teaching in the prior art of a method for fixing an 
object being attached to a fixation member to a frame, whereby pressing a first portion 
towards a second portion engages a catch member to the frame, and whereby further 
pushing releases the member from the frame.
